PROPOSED PLANS TO MAKE THEM 
KNOWS EAST. 


Some Valuable Suggestions M ade 
by W. H. Mills to the State 
Board o f Trade. 


[SPBCLAL DISPATCH TO THE REOOBD-UVION. ] 


S an F ra n cisco , March 19th.—At a regu­ 
lar meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the State Board of Trade to-day, Vice­ 
President W . H. Byington, of Sonoma 
county, presided. There were present P. 
W . Butler, of Placer; S. M. Smith, of 
Contra Costa ; Tyler Beach, of Santa Clara: 
J. B. Caldwell, of Stanislaus; W. H. Mills, 
of San Francisco ; Mr. Hibbard, of Butte ; 
M. M. Estee, of Napa, and others. 
A num ber of communications were read 
by Secretary Davies containing much in­ 
formation relative to the work being done 
by the Board. 
From the Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce word came that affiliation had been 
agreed upon, and that Major E. W. Jones 
had been chosen as m em ber of the Execu­ 
tive Committee. 
Au exhibition of Los 
Angeles county products will be made in 
this city as soon as it can be prepared, and 
one will also be sent to the traveling exhi­ 
bition now in the East. 
Mr. Mills suggested that Los Angeles be 
asked to send here as m any specimens of 
semi-tropical products as possible. Such 
products will supply a desired need in the 
present exhibition, which at present has 
somewhat of a tem perate rather than semi- 
tropical appearance. 
Reference was made 
to the care taken by m any Southern Cali­ 
fornia producers to secure' diversified col­ 
lections of tropical or semi-tropical pro­ 
ducts. Among others, Mr. Carr, of Pasa­ 
dena, and his wife have taken m uch pains 
in this regard. 
The plants of the Nile 
have, among 
other 
things, been 
here 
brought under cultivation. 
Mr. Mills presented an outline of a plan 
for the establishm ent East of agencies of 
the Executive Committee of the Board. It 
is proposed to make perm anent exhibitions 
in Boston. New York, Philadelphia, Balti­ 
more, Cincinnati, Louisville, Indianapolis, 
Chicago, Milwaukee. Kansas City, Topeka 
and Nashville. Such exhibitions can be 
made w ithout cost of rent or salaries. 
It 
is considered that such exhibitions will 
produce orders for onr canned goods and 
dried fruits. 
The agencies established can 
be made headquarters for the circulation of 
publications relating to this coast. An 
energetic member of the committee would 
doubtless have to be sent East to establish 
the agencies. 
Regarding the plan Mr. Mills spoke of its 
importance and practicability. H ecited the 
case of Topeka, where Major Lewis, editor 
of one of the newspapers of that place, has 
already secured quarters in one of the lead­ 
ing grocery stores. 
Major Lewi3 is much 
interested in California and has already 
organized a Topeka colonv and secured 
land here for it. 
In New York, Parke, Tilford & Co. will 
m ake the desired exhibit. In Columbus 
the Gazette of that city will take the m atter 
in charge. The 
merchants who would 
m ake the exhibit as planned, giving up, 
perhaps, one of their show-windows, would 
naturally become dealers in California pro­ 
ducts of dried and canned goods at last. 
Transportation for products from here can 
doubtless be secured free. 
In the speaker’s 
judgm ent the result accomplished would 
be very m uch the same as that hoped tor 
from the recent projected London exhibi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Sm ith asked where the goods to be 
sent to the various proposed exhibitions 
were to be secured ? 
In reply Mr. Mills cited the experience of 
the Board in regard to printing California 
literature. It was early learned that indis­ 
crim inate distribution of circulars, etc., 
was of little avail. 
Now, when genuine 
addresses of inquirers resident in the East 
have been secured, the whoie of the State 
is incited to furnish literature for distribu­ 
tion. It was agreed that the various coun­ 
ties could be depended upon to furnish 
products for twenty perm anent exhibits 
where it was assured the products would 
not only attract attention but create orders 
for sim ilar products. 
Oroville, for exam ­ 
ple, would certainly send enough oranges 
at the right time. Fresno would send 
raisins. Those interested in the great land 
sales that are now beginning to be held 
over the State would readily furnish pro­ 
ducts from the locality which it is desired 
to advertise. 
Mr. Butler and others spoke enthusias­ 
tically in favor of the plan outlined, and it 
was agreed to refer the m atter to a spec?a: 
committee for action. 
T h is, committee is 
composed of the present officers of the 
Board. 
General Manager Brown reported the 
continued success of the traveling exnibi- 
tion East. 
Reports from aeents show that 
on the tour between Omaha and Dunkirk, 
from December 23d last to March 12th! 
nearly 230,000 people have visited the cars! 
General Passenger Agent Goodman, of the 
Southern Pacific, was quoted in sp e a k in g 
of the exhibition : “ The effect of the good 
work done by this method of advertising 
this section of the country cannot possibly 
be estimated by any facts or figures or 
m ental calculation, as each and every per­ 
son interested m ust judge thereot for him ­ 
self.” 
The work done relative to arranging 
for a traveling exhibition in Great Britain 
(already published from tim e to time in 
this journal) was reported in detail. 
Relative to a request made bv Mr. Mills 
of Senator Stewart, regarding the distribu­ 
tion of Agricultural 
Department seeds 
through the State Boa:d. a letter was read 
from the Senator stating that this season's 
distribution was concluded. 
He approved 
of the plan suggested, and said he would do 
what he could with Secretary Rusk for 
next year’s distribution. 
The question of obtaining free transpor­ 
tation from the railroads for all the m em ­ 
bers 
of 
the 
Executive Committee in 
attending meetings was brought up bv the 
mem ber from San Bernardino. The m atter 
was referred to a special committee for 
consideration.

F in d in g s o f th e Y osem lte C om m ittee of 
I n v c stlg a tiin . 
The following report was subm itted to 
the Senate on the last night of the session : 
W h ereas, Charges ot m ism anagem ent aud 
m isappropriation o f public funds, on tho part 
of the Commission to Manage Yosemite Valiev 
and Mariposa Big Tree Grove, has been m ade 
by the public press: and whereas, great expense 
has been caused by subpeuaing w itnesses and 
sending alter witnesses who, by reason of their 
age and circum stances, were unable to attend, 
we, your com m ittee, feel th at a report in ac­ 
cordance w ith the facts is due to the Senate, 
stating our findings from the evidence taken in 
the investigation. 
A lter a careful exam ination of all the w.t- 
nesses who appeared, and a careful considera­ 
tion of the testim ony adduced on exam ination 
and cross exam ination, we find th at nothing 
more—than a difference of opinion existed be­ 
tw een some witnesses and the Yosemite Com­ 
missioners, as to the best m ethod of m anage­ 
m ent of the affairs of th e valley—appears to 
your com m ittee. 
In nearly every case the 
w itnesses disagreed one w ith ihe other about 
the best mode. Some thought the Commission­ 
ers allow ed too m any ienees; w hile others 
thought the fences were an im provem ent, as 
the land w here fenced was kept clear of brush 
and undergrow th, thereby producing grass in 
largely inc: eased quantities. Some ot the w it­ 
nesses said too m any trees had been c u t: others 
testified th a t none were cut w ithout the best of 
reasons, and th at m ore underbrush should he 
cut. in no case was corruption on the part of 
the Commissioners proved or even charged by 
the witnesses. Some of th e witnesses said hints 
had 
been throw n out by others, and :n 
m ost of the cases of this kind they had 
even foigotton who 
talked to them . The 
investigation was given a very wide scope at 
the request of th e Commissioners, and no reason 
appears lor the attacks of the press on the Com­ 
missioners, w ho seem to have carried out their 
best judgm ent. 
We believe th at well-m eaning 
people (some of whom never saw the valley) 
were imposed upon by irresponsible parties and 
cranks, whom no sort oi m anagem ent would 
satisfy. The tolls collected in the valley (which 
the present appropriation to purchase roads w ill 
abolish), and tolls on roads leading to the val­ 
ley, has caused m ore trouble aud com plaint 
than any or all other things. 
Some witnesses 
com plained at o u t 
exclusive privileges, but 
those com plaints cam e, in most cases, from 
parties who w anted the sam e privileges or 
leases them selves ; and wnile your com m ittee 
don't pretend to say th a t th e Board ol Commis­ 
sioners did the best th at could be done, and 
possibly m ade serions errors, there has been 
but little testim ony taken before vour com m it­ 
tee to justify the enorm ous expense incurred iu 
investigating charges th at in m ost of the cases 
looked into were frivolous in the extrem e. 
Your com m ittee has not the tim e to cite all 
the cases th at in th eir judgm ent w arrant the 
above report, as th e m ention of one selected 
case would necessitate going over all the testi­ 
m ony, which has been ordered printed, and to 
which we refer to substantiate oar report. 
senator Boggs, not having attended the m eet­ 
ings of the com m ittee, could not report unacr- 
staudingly.

A RACK F O R L IF E . 


T h rillin g S cen e E n acted ou th e 1’lalnn of

looked, and thinking the noise was caused 
by some ranchm an, paid no attention until 
the team, which was fas: overhauling him , 
was within one hundred yards. 
Then it flashed through his mind that it 
was the intention of Starkworth to meet 
him on the plains, ami not being armed 
be whipped up Lis horses to the utmost 
speed. 
His 'pursuer called upon him to 
stop), which warning was not heeded. 
An instant later a shot was fired and the 
bullet whizzed alongside bis head. This 
emphatic hint spurred him to redoubled 
efforts. Norton applied his whip vigor 
ously. Pursued and 
pursuer raced for 
nearly a mile, when Starkworth fired a 
second shot. 
Gradually 
Norton's team 
drew from his enemy and dashed intotow u 
at a fearfui rate, running over dogs and 
everything that chanced to be in the way. 
W hen he sighted a policeman he stopped 
his horses, explained the circumstances to 
him , and about twenty-five m inutes later 
he saw Starkworth driving swiftiy down 
the street and placed him under arrest.

R o m e , March 19th.—The American Col­ 
lege gave a trrand dinner this evening in 
honor of the leaders of the American pil­ 
grims. at which many prelates were pres­ 
ent. 
Bishop Keane, President of the new 
Catholic University at W ashington, spoke 
in English, Latin and French. ' 
The Pope’s Vicar. Cardinai Parocchi, de­ 
livered a powerful Latin oration on behalf 
of the Pope. H e expressed the Pope's ad­ 
m iration for American institutions, and 
snoke of the deep interest taken by his 
Holiness in the birth of the W ashington 
University, which he regarded as one of 
the chief glories ot his pontificate. 
Cardinal Schiaffines eulogized the W ash­ 
ington University as ihe crowning work of 
Christian education—a work that was des­ 
tined to display America to the world as a 
living exemplification of perfect accord 
between the highest learning and science 
and the Catholic faith. 
Monsignor Jacobini 
traced 
America's 
wonderful progress. 
He referred to the 
treasures of faith poured forth by Catholic 
Ireland, and contrasted the strong and 
liberal American institutions and people 
and of Catholic churches in America with 
the sadly painful situation of people and 
the church of the Old W orld. 


IN T H E COMMONS. 


H arcou rt and G la d sto n e’s R attlin g F ire 
a t tb e G overn m en t. 


L o n d o n , March 19.h.—Sir W illiam Ver­ 
non Harcourt announced that he intended 
to challenge the conduct of the Govern­ 
m ent iu placing Irish officials paid by the 
public at the service ot the Times, in ' con­ 
nection with that paper’s charges against 
the Irish members of the House. 
He also 
announced that on the vote for Attorney- 
General W ebster's salary he should ask 
w hat state services the Attorney-General 
had rendered during tbe past nine months, 
and why any salary should be paid to him. 
Gladstone denied the right of Goschen, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, to calculate 
beforehand what time should be allowed 
for a discussion of the vote. 
He denied the 
right of the Government to take away the 
right of tbe House to the time necessary 
tor a full discussion. 
Harcourt, in opposing the motion of 
Sm ith, the Government leader, to give pre­ 
cedence to the vote, accused the Govern­ 
ment of shirking a discussion and of try­ 
ing to introduce a new and surreptitious 
form of closure. 
H e said the time was 
drawing near when the Commons would 
become simply a vestry for the registering 
of the Government's transactions. 


COOING M O RE 
GENTLY. 


Lord S alisb u ry D oesn 't W ish to D iscuss 
th e F o rg ed L etters. 
L ondon, 
March 
19th.—Salisbury ad­ 
dressed a large audience to-day a W atford. 
He said that Parliam ent will not be dis­ 
solved unless the Opposition is able to secure 
a want of confidence in tbe Government, 
aud that those who thought otherwise were 
amusing themselves with vain dreams. 
Lord Salisbury said he would not discuss 
the forged letters, nor m uch larger matters 
of accusation against the Irish leaders 
which were now before an em inently com 
petent and im partial tribunal.

AN INJUDICIOUS APOLOGIST. 


The San Francisco Alta does itself but 
little credit in its attempt at apology for 
the wholesale extravagance, now so patent 
to every citizen of California, indulged in 
by the late Legislature. 
When the smoke 
and dust of the late onslaught on the 
Treasury has cleared away, and the aj>- 
propriations made by the late Legislature 
of this State pass under the scrutiny of 
calm, judicious 
analysis, 
evidences of 
venality and corruption will be found, 
justifying alarm in the 
mind 
of the 
citizen of the State. 
The indiscriminate 
abuse of public officers is of course wrong, 
but when such abuse is accompanied by 
irrefragable proof, outspoken denunciation 
is the only reasonable hope of reform. The 
Alta pretends to feel some apprehension 
concerning the indiscriminate abuse of 
public officers, which it says will tend to 
drive every self-respecting man out of 
public life. 
But on the other hand, sup­ 
pose abuse 
is 
not indiscriminate, or, 
rather, suppose the statement to be made 
from a most discriminating point of view, 
and the abuse shall be found to be wholly 
unjustifiable,what then? Unspecified whole­ 
sale defense of public officers is quite as 
justifiable, valueless and silly as its op­ 
posite. 
Keckless denunciation of public 
officers in general is not met or answered 
by equally reckless and consequently con­ 
scienceless defense. 
Between an irrespon­ 
sible vilifier of men and the indiscrim­ 
inate 
apologist, 
there 
is 
no difier­ 
en ce 
of 
disregard 
for 
the truth. 
Condemnation unsupported by fact, equally 
with apology in like manner unsupported by 
fact, both violate the law of veracity. 
The 
objects and motives of those who denounce 
may be quite as elevated as the purpose 
sought to be accomplished by those who 
defend. 
The highest office the Press can 
fill in the interests of the people of Cali­ 
fornia to-day, is to take up the acts of the 
late Legislature and the existing adminis­ 
tration, and with judicial fairness, separate 
the good from the bad, and thus strike a 
balance which will determine whether the 
government of the people is good or bad. 
On its face, the case is a most serious one. 
There is every indication that at least four 
millions of dollars appropriated by the 
late Legislature was unnecessary. 
Many 
calm, judicial and conservative men, who 
have opportunities for knowing, and who 
hold in their minds materials adequate for 
the formation of a just judgment, place the 
amount unnecessarily appropriated at six 
million dollars. 
It is therefore, not a case 
for indiscriminate assault or defense, but 
one for diligent and conservative inquire. 
Extravagance in government is a most 
serious crime against the interests, the pro­ 
gress and the prosperity of a people, and 
reform will proceed from candid investiga­ 
tion and courageous denunciation of wrong. 
Neither virulent accusation nor flabby 
apology will serve any good purpose now.. 


A HOME LESSON. 


The R 
e g c r d - U n i o n recently made an 
extended quotation from the charge to the 
Grand Jury of Conway county, Arkansas, 
where Clayton suffered jwditical assassina­ 
tion. 
It was delivered by Judge Cunning­ 
ham, of the Circuit Court, and was a 
trenchant and patriotic charge, that must 
have impressed the citizens of that section 
with the truth, that the American people 
more than any other abhor the [loUtical 
assassin, and that no community can aflord 
to apologize for the crime or to excuse its 
authors. 
In the same charge, which was 
a courageous utterance, when the environ­ 
ment of the Court is taken into account, 
we find still other expressions that come 
up to us like a voice crying aloud from a 
wilderness of intolerance and bitter preju­ 
dice. 
After clearly instructing the jury 
that its duty is not only to seek out the 
murderers of Clayton, but to uncover the 
influential men who stand behind the 
assassins, and beyond all question set them 
on to their bloody work, the Court pro­ 
ceeds to look at the matter from the stand­ 
point of ordinary prudence. 
Thus—those 
who claim the protection of organized 
society for their wives, children, pro­ 
fessions and themselves, cannot afford for 
an instant to apologize for lawlessness, for 
they thereby invite it to assail them 
under differing conditions; that where 
the political murder is not a violent 
shock; where it is excused and its per­ 
petrators covered by public sympathy, 
there all property is most imperiled, and 
all life is most at stake. 
From these re­ 
flections the Cotirt proceeded to the ques­ 
tion of corruption at, and defeat of the 
purposes of the ballot-box, saying: 
You must stop this ballot stealing, this tome 
and fraud, or soon you will find that the title to 
your property is not worth the pa|>er that it is 
written upon. The Oiganle law and lite of this 
great Nation says the colored people have a 
right to vote, and if they have no right to vo e, 
where did you get your right? If they have no 
right to be Republicans, how did you get your 
right to be Democrats? I would urge ou you as 
Democrats that the rights of citizenship must 
be protected, and at every little precinct In this 
country there should be a free ballot and a lair 
count. Politicians try to scare you with the 
myth and bugaboo of negro domination, where 
have they dominated ? No. sirs: it is merely au 
excuse for committing outrages on their right* 
which no sensible mau should consider. Dem­ 
ocracy moans that the people shall rule, aud 
we are twin that it is undemocratic to denounce 
bulldoz-ry. ballot stealiug. and a-saisliiation. 
If this be true, then I am 110 Democrat If apol­ 
ogy or bulldozery, ballot stealing, aud assassi­ 
nation couatituu- Democracy, then may the 
angels and ministers of tiod protect me from 
such demoe.-aev 
Now, gentlemen, I don't say 
that the people of Conway county are responsi- 
" 
- j 0 
ble for these crimes, ss a jieople; but I ao say 
the consequences are just the same. The world 
will hold you responsible. 
This Ls very plain speaking, but it is 
what is needed in sections where political 
assassination is possible, and the repression 
or suppression of a single ballot that is 
entitled to lie cast is even winked at. Judge 
Cunniugham is not|H>li.-iied in his manner 
of addressing a jury; his language is 
neither graceful nor finished, but that it is 
sincere, and was the outcome of deep f“el- 
ing, cannot be doubted. 
It is of the higher 
value, because it comes from a Southern 
man, and a member of the dominant 
party of the South. 
It cannot be charged 
that it is the utterance of a carpet-bagger 
or a Republican, or that it is a rebuke from 
abroad. 
It cannot be said that some one 
without warrant has assumed to put hard 
questions to the Southern jieople, or with­ 
out right to demand from them a solution. 
The lesson that the Arkansas Court reads 
to its people comes from their own, and it 
is that the function of government is to 
maintain the truth just as it is the func­ 
tion of science to discover i t ; that, as be­ 
tween citizens, government must be color­ 
less and impersonal; that what the South 
as well as every other section should do 
toward the colored rnau is that the white 
man would wish done to him if he were 


placed in the same condition; that reason, 
conscience and the dictation of the rights { 
of men that are mutual and that they hold ' 
in common concern, should control people 1 
in their aggregation as a State as they I 
should in their individual capacities and 
relations; that the great laws of human | 
sympathy must mark out the way for our ; 
feet as citizens of a republic which cannot 
exist from the moment that law ceases to 
operate among u«. 


PRISON INVESTIGATION. 


KESERAL NOTICES. 


The Court organized by Governor Water­ 
man met on last Saturday, and resolved to 
investigate the conduct of the State Prison 
Directors, and not that of the W arden. The 
Board of State Prison Directors have un­ 
der the Constitution a directory aud ad­ 
visory relation, but the disciplinary feat­ 
ures of the penal institutions of this State 
are under the direction of the Warden. 
The general administration of the prison 
under the supervision of the Directors is a 
realm separate and apart from a penolog­ 
ical system, belonging only to the interior 
administration of prison life. 
The one 
deals with the temporalities, the other 
with the moral ethics of penal institutions. 
The Board of Directors may have respon­ 
sibility as to financial expenditures, the 
construction of buildings, etc., but its 
power to appoint officers stops under the 
Constitution at the appointment of a 
Warden and clerk. 
At that point the 
whole range 
of prison 
administration 
passes under the control of the Warden. 
An investigation of the conduct of the Di­ 
rectors, therefore, stops far 6hort of an in­ 
vestigation into the jienal institutions of 
the State. 
The investigation will, there­ 
fore, possess but little interest to the peo­ 
ple, and will be productive of as little 
good. Its entire result may be anticipated 
with perfect certainty, and we, therefore, 
dismiss it from further attention.

TNUSEUM^ASSOCIATIOS. 
Annual M eeting—Election o f D irectors— 
A n Interesting Report. 
The M useum Association held its ad­ 
journed annual meeting last evening, to 
elect Directors. 
Considerable tim e was 
consumed of necessity in ascertaining the 
exact num ber of members, and in exam ­ 
ining the proxies. 
The comm ittee on 
that subject—Governor Booth and G. W. 
Hancock—finally reported the membership 
to be 125; necessary to elect, 63 votes; prox­ 
ies filed, 52, and voters present, 17. The 
election was then gone into, with R. T. 
Devlin and G. W. Hancock beingappointed 
tellers. Ex-Directors Booth and Woodson 
declined nom ination, and the balloting re­ 
sulted in the election of Mrs. Margaret E. 
Crocker, David Lubin, Christopher Green, 
Judge J. W. Armstrong, Joseph Steffens, 
P rank Miller, Dr. George Pvburn, Jam es 
I. Felter, Jas. E. Mills and Dr. G. L. Sim ­ 
mons. 
A rt Instructor W . F . Jackson submitted 
a very interesting report that was received 
w ith applause. It appears that in the 
past 
year the School of Design has 
instructed 
fifty-four 
pupils. 
Of these, 
nearly 
one-third 
are 
from 
abroad, 
a fact dwelt upon in the report with em­ 
phasis, and that the meeting received with 
great satisfaction and as indicative of the 
recognition of the school in sections where 
it was especially desirable to have it recog­ 
nized. The report cited the fact that sev­ 
eral pupils had so far progressed as to be 
able, by sale of their works and use of their 
knowledge of drawing, to pay their way in 
the school. One pupil, the report went on 
to say, was presented with a scholar­ 
ship by W illiam P. Coleman, and she 
had so rapidly progressed that in por­ 
traiture 
she 
had 
made 
enough 
to 
meet her expenses and something over. 
The instructor added that he was ready to 
subm it the work of the school to criticism, 
and to comparison with that of any other 
school of design. H e urged the Associ­ 
ation to advertise the school and put into 
it double the num ber of pupils, that it 
might be able, by larger income, to enlarge 
its tacilities and enable it to meet its ex­ 
penses easily. One gentleman present was 
so pleased with the report that at the close 
of the meeting he tendered Mr. Jackson 
the use of a special business advertising 
medium reaching 10,000 direct applicants 
in Central and Northern California. 
On motion of R. T. Devlin, with am end­ 
m ent by F. G. W illiams, the by-laws were 
amended, reducing the quorum for election 
of'officers to nine and changing the m onth­ 
ly meetings to the first Tuesday in each 
m onth. Mr. Woodson made an appeal to 
the members 
to attend 
hereafter the 
m onthly meetings, and to bring their 
friends, and engage in the exercises, which 
were of an interest to justify the devotion 
of one evening in a m onth. President 
Green made a few closing rem arks, re­ 
turned thanks to those present, and de­ 
clared the annual meeting adjourned.

T h e F a llin g B a r o m e te r — S u n sh in e a n d 
S h o w er—S e rg e a n t H a rw ic k ’s T h e o rie s . 
Yesterday the sun shone nearly all day, 
and it was pleasant to be on the streets. 
Sergeant Barwick writes: 
" There is no doubt in my m ind but 
w hat the next few days will give the Pa­ 
cific Coast the lowest tem perature for this 
m onth. The lowest, so far, at this point, 
is 41 degrees this m orning, while at Rose- 
burg, Oregon, the m ercury fell to 30 de­ 
grees, or two below ihe freezing point; 32 
at Olympia, which is exactly the freezing 
p o in t; Portland 38. or six above that pecu­ 
liar condition of the atm osphere when still 
water commences to thicken like soup and 
ice begins to melt. Now, certainly, such a 
tem perature as that in Central California 
would have as devastating au effect on a 
great m any of the products growing upon 
the earth as would a hurricane, for the 
latter travels over but a small width, while 
a low tem perature, with killing frosts, 
would sweep Central California from end to 
end, doing thousands of dollars’ worth of 
damage. " 
“ W hat we really now need is that the 
blue vaulted heavens above be at night not 
studded wiih stare, but bedecked with 
fleecy, flowing clouds and fresh breezes, 
thereby causing a slow evaporation from 
the wet earth, and green leaves and bright 
blossoms of the ever bicom ing 
golden 
fruits of California, for the clouds will re­ 
flect back to ’he earth the latent heat that 
is contained in evaporating vapor, giving 
less chance for heavy and killing frosts. 
So let us wish for clear skies during the 
day, but cloudy ones at night, thereby pro­ 
tecting our growing products from a de­ 
vastating frost—at least let us hope that 
clouds will hold their sway until Califor­ 
nia’s usual climatic equalities gain their 
norm al condition. 
“ It looks at present as though the 
low barometer on the sea off the coast 
of Oregon ha9 not reached land yet, the 
center of which m ay go as far north as 
A laska or, at least. British Columbia be­ 
fore it comes to land. If so the effects on 
California will be nil.” 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
tem perature yesterday was 59° and 41°, 
with gentle to fresh and brisk southerly 
winds, except between 6 and 10 a. m., when 
brisk northerly wiDds prevailed ; weather 
clear to fair and cloudy; barometer falling 
quite rapidly, standing at 30 inches at 5 p. 
m., and the 5 a. m. readings were 30.16 
inches. 
About 9 o’clock last night the rain com­ 
menced descending in torrents. The storm 
was accompanied with num erous flashes 
of lightning and heavy peals of thunder.

AVOllK. 


A G o v e rn m e n ta l R o s te r o f th e S ta te or 
C a lifo rn ia . 
The Secretary of State, W . C. Hendricks, 
has issued his governmental roster of the 
State and county governments of Califor­ 
nia for the year 1889. It contains the 
Dimes of all the State a n <1 county officers 
in the Executive, judicial and legislative 
departments, a complete list of the m em ­ 
bers of the various Commissions, and the 
vote at the last Presidential election by 
counties and Congressional Districts. The 
last 122 pages of the book contain a gov­ 
ernm ental roster of the State of California 
from the organization of the State Gov­ 
ernm ent, together with a histcrv of the 
great spbI of the State and a history of the 
seat of State Government. It is compiled 
and written by Winfield J. Davis, member 
of the California Historical Society and 
historian of the Sacramento Society of Cal­ 
ifornia Pioneers. 
The official records of the early State 
adm inistrations are extremely meager and 
confused, and but little data can be ob­ 
tained from them. 
In this compilation, 
information which could not be obtained 
from official sources has been supplied 
from newspapers contemporaneously pub­ 
lished, aud it is believed that the data and 
names are as accurate as it is possible to 
arrive at. them. 
Fi The articles on the great seal of State 
and the seat of governm ent have hereto­ 
fore been published in newspapers, but 
corrections and elim inations have been 
made for this publication. 
They have 
been compiled and written m ainly from in­ 
formation derived from official sources. 
It gives a complete fist of all the execu­ 
tive, judicial and legislative officers in the 
State, the date of the term served, wheie 
living, and if dead, the date and where 
buried.

The U nited States Attorney has wired to 
the Deputy Marshals near the scene to pro­ 
ceed at once to prevent violence by arrest­ 
ing any one violating the law. 
The boomers claim that the troops fired 
w ithout orders and ask that they be ar­ 
rested for assault. 


REVENGE ON CATTLEMEN. 
G etda Springs (Kans.), March 19th.—On 
Sunday m orning the cattlem en along the 
border for a great distance on the Chero­ 
kee strip awakened to find their fences all 
destroyed. 
On Sunday night the work of 
destruction was renewed, and it is thought 
their stables, corrals and other property 
will go next. It is thought this is done in 
retalliation for the driving out of the boom ­ 
ers from Creek and Seminole ceded lands. 
The people here and at Arkansas City 
are quiet, and seem determ ined to stand 
loyally by the law and Presidential orders. 
They feel, however, that if law-abiding 
people are kept out ail others should be, 
so that all m ay have su equal chance in 
the selection of lands. 


LATER.— NO ASSAULT BY TROOPS. 
K ansas C ity 
(Mo.), March 
19th—A 
Times special from O klahom a City reports 
everything quiet there this evening. The 
U nited States troops are still driving out 
the boomers. 
The cnly foundation for this afternnoon's 
sensational report as to a conflict between 
the soldiers and invaders is that Lieutenant 
Carson was knocked down by a boomer 
yesterday, the offender being at once ar­ 
rested. ' 
The Kansas U nited States Attorney has 
no jurisdiction over Oklahoma, that terri­ 
tory being in charge of the United States 
Attorney at Fort Smith, Arkansas. 
WKAT THE CHEROKEE CHIEF SAYS. 
Caldwell (Kan.), March 19th.— The 
sem i-annual meeting of the Cherokee Strip 
Live Stock Association was called to order 
this afternoon by President Hewing. J. B. 
Mavee, Chief of the Cherokees, made an 
address in which he assured the members 
of the Association that they need have no 
fear in regard to retaining possession of 
the land ; that they had leased it for five 
years, and there was nothing that could re­ 
move them as long as they paid their rent. 
After the speeches an opportunity was 
given all those desiring to ask the Chief 
questions. 
Among the questions asked 
was his opinion in regard to the Cherokee 
Commission, to which he replied: 
"T hat will am ount to nothing. All they 
will do is to come down here and have a 
good time. 
We will not sell for $1 25 per 
acre." 
Another asked what they would do if 
the soldiers attempted to remove them, to 
w hich Chief Mayes replied: “ It will be 
an easy m atter to stop that. If the sol­ 
diers attem pt to put you out. all that will 
be necessary is to serve an injunction on 
them .” 
Another asked : “ W hat will we do with 
the boomers T” 
Mayes replied : “ We will take care of 
the boomers. You stay with U3 and we 
will stay with you.” 
At the conclusion of Mayes' speech Sny­ 
der, a wealthy Kansas City cattle man, 
made a motion that the Chief be elected an 
honorary m em ber of 
the 
Association, 
w hich was carried. 


THE FIGHT. SUCH AS IT WAS. 
W ich ita (K an.). March 19th.—The Okla­ 
hom a boomers having tied to the woods 
upon the appearance of Lieutenant Carson 
and a body of soldiers, scouts were sent 
out to bunt them down, but were in­ 
structed to not resort to violence. In what 
is known as Crutch county, northeast of 
Oklahoma station, quite a large num ber of 
boomers had gathered around W illiam 
Beck. 
ArnoDg 
the 
num ber were his 
daughter, a relative, Sam uel Anderson and 
an oid man named W illiam Adams. Their 
property had been destroyed in a former 
raid, and they cherished a bitter anim osity 
aeah.st the troops. 
T h eir hiding-place 
was discovered by an Indian scout and re­ 
ported to Lieutenant Carson, who sent a 
detachment after them . 
A s soon ss the boomers saw the troops 
c ming they made preparations to stand 
tnetr 
ground and 
protect 
themselves. 
W aen surrounded and called upon to sur­ 
render, they began parleying and made 
threats which exasperated the soldiers,who 
charged the party, but seeing the boomers 
armed, and having orders to avoid a con­ 
flict, they dismounted, and by an adroit 
movem ent the party of boomers were re­ 
lieved of their arm s. 
Anderson and Adams, however, held out 
and made a desperate resistance with their 
gitr.s. 
The forme* received a terrible blow 
irom the butt of a levolver. and the latter 
was struck in the m outh. After being dis­ 
armed, the boomers fought with clubs and 
stones, but were soon compelled to sur­ 
render. Several soldiers received slight 
wounds, but none serious. 
There has been great excitem ent among 
the boomers since the conflict, and while 
ali express a determ ination to make a 
sim ilar resistance, they are seeking safe 
hiding places. ____________

PO LIT IC A L GOSSIP. 


R e id 's A pp o in tm en t an d th e W ith d raw al 
o f Schuyler. 
W ashington, March 
19th.—W hitelaw 
Reid was to-dav appointed Minister to 
France. This, it is believed, disposes of 
New Y ork's chances for the British Mis­ 
sion, as the President probably will not 
give the Em pire State two first-class foreign 
Missions. Mr. Reid’s appointm ent is in 
one sense a trium ph for Blaine and in 
another it is not. H e desired the New 
Y ork editor sent to the Court of St. James. 
The President felt this post should be filled 
by a lawyer, as well as a m an of experience 
in public office, and he was therefore un ­ 
w illing to send 
Mr. Reid to London. 
W hat effect the protests of the Typograph­ 
ical Unions had in preventing the appoint­ 
m ent is not known, but evidently they 
were of little weight, as the French Mission, 
next to the British, has been regarded as 
the most desirable of the foreign appoint­ 
ments. 
The political guessers are now all at sea 
regarding the choice of Minister to Eng­ 
land, and w hether he will be taken from 
New England, the Middle States or the 
W est is the problem that the politicians 
are unable to solve. 


SCHUYLER'S WITHDRAWAL. 
The President’s withdrawal of the nom i­ 
nation of Eugene Schuyler to be Assistant 
Secretary of State, because he declined the 
office, has been the subject of more com­ 
m ent than the shifting of Reid from Lon­ 
don to Paris. Sensationalists say he de­ 
clined the office because he could not be 
continued by the Senate, he having aroused 
the ire of that austere body by a criticism 
of its methods of procedure in his brochure 
entitled “American Diplomacy.” 
In this 
book he also offended the W ashburn fam­ 
ily of Illinois and Massachusetts. 
Over 
one-third of the present members of that 
body were not Senators when “Am r an 
Diplomacy” was published, so they could 
not well be offended. 
Every Democratic 
Senator—so Senator Butier says—wonld 
have voted for him , recogniz’ng his con­ 
spicuous fitness for the place. 
It would have been sirange indeed if 
General Harrison had not two Republican 
friends in the Senate at least, to act with 
the Democrats to make a majority for 
Schuyler's confirmation. 
Mr. Schuyler is 
in Italy, where he has been engaged in a 
literary work far more renum erative to him 
than the position for which he was nom i­ 
nated, and as he is fond of foreign resi­ 
dence and travel his reasons for declining 
the appointm ent will be readily under­ 
stood. 


T H E SENATE. 


A F » rty D ivision on S h erm au ’s In q u iry

ing of the Senate to-day the Vice-President 
announced the appointm ent of a com m it­ 
tee, consisting of Hisccck, Sherm an, Hoar, 
Voorhees and Eustis, to arrange for centen­ 
nial services to be held in the House of 
Representatives the second W ednesday of 
next December.
